I'KTALuuA, January 23.— At <J.30 this 


morning two ranchers drove terrifically 
into town and notified the ofllcials that 
Frank M Higher, who lives on the Wil- 
low ranch, one and one-half miles from 
town, was dying from a guniihot wound 
and his wife had been instantly killed 
by BOine party unknown; 


Oflieials and physicians at once started 


for the scene, and the sight' that met 
their ga/e wag sickening and ghastly 
beyond description. 


In the kitchen, partly reclining on the 


iloor and against a lounge, her body and 
clothing saturated with blood, lay Mrs. 
Meaghcr, cold in death. 


hi the back bedroom, lying in bed, 


covered with clothes, lay the husband 
moaning feebly, a ghastly wound in the 
back of his head, showing where ho had 
I'Kcn wounded. 


The physicians at once examined him 


and removed several shot from his jaw 
and mouth and dressed his serious in- 
juries. 
In the -meantime the body of Mrs. 


lUeagber was placed on u table, and it 
was found that the entire charge- of a 
shotgun, loaded with mixed shot, had 
struck her squarely in the right temple 
at close range, tearing a ghastly hole in 
her head. • 
From indications Meagher had been 


sitting on a chair in the kitchen rending 
a book. He had Ins back to a window, 
and his wife was at the table beside him 
engaged in making bread. The assassin 
crept up in front of the house until 
within about fifteen feet of the window, 
when, kneeling he lired, the shot strik- 
ing Meaghcr.'who no doubt fell back in 
his chair stunned, the book falling at 
bis feet.

was terrified by the »un report, and cvi- 
denlh' urow'd lior way through the door 
into the adjoining room and endeavored 
to open the dour leading to the front 
Y'-rrli, and as Plie dpencd this the mnr- 
nerer poked the dfmlly weapon against 
her head, fireil and she fell dead. A 
large pool of blooil remains to tell tin- 
tale.

MUTUALITY 


Advocated Between the Govern 


ment and the Individual. 


Knnon llRi-unucAS:— By mutuality 


we mean reciprocation or interdepend 
enco. In this communication I mean tc 
show that this relation should be tlu 
basis, not only of individual to individual 
but also of society and tho individual 
constituting it. When a person join; 
the Masons, the Odd Fellows or eorai 
other society, ho assumes not mer"el; 
duties, but also secures privileges. The 
same should be true between the state 
and its members. True, the relation 
between the state and its members i; 
generally not arbitrary on the part o 
the latter, birth, habit and frequently 
necessity deciding such a union; bu 
this does not exonerate the state iron 
its obligation of mutuality. Deceiving 
as it docs, the taxes, homage and serv- 
ices of its members, it should in justice 
assume on its part the obligation -ol 
guaranteeing the untrammelled- pursur 
of happiness, as well as the ability o 
fulllUing their duties to its members 
Let me illustrate: 
Every spring tho appraiser visits the 


citizens to ascertain what and how 
much they possess, upon which knowl 
edge be makes out his tax ratca, expect 
ing every citizen to pay the amount im 
posed into the public treasury. 
Only a 


short period is allowed him to comply 
with this demand of the state, and if lit 
fails to pay the sum imposed the state 
will seize his property and sell the same 
to satisfy the demands of its tax col 
lectors. " Here tho mutuality meiitionec 
ceases, and the state assumes a despoti 
power totally unwarranted by tho cir 
cuuistance?. The very demand it make 
upon its citizens implies its obligation 
to furnish to them the ability to pay 
their taxes. True, the state in a meas- 
ure protects tho citizen in the preserva- 
tion of his property, but that is insuffi- 
cient, since circumstances may arise 
making it impossible for tho citizen to 
earn the money demanded of him in the 
shape of taxes. 
Times like the present deprive many 


an nblebodied man of tho opportunity 
of working for wages, of selling his 
produce at remunerative figures, or fol- 
lowing profitably the various trades and 
professions constituting the means of a 
civilized society to earn a living. It is 
certainly unfair in the state to demand 
of its citizens the iuHlllment of obliga- 
tions the possibility of wh<>eo-execution 
it docs not gtiaranteejto them. In other 
words it is, in my opinion, the duty of 
tho state to guarantee to its citizens tho 
opportunity of earning the money it de- 
mands of them in the shape of taxes. 
T)o not say, "It rests with the citizen to 
expatriate himself if lie hns a mind to. 


the adoption of a principle sojemi- 


icntly just mid fair, that he must be 
tlind indeed who will deny its equity.

,ion company, which is in the process ol 
ormalion nnd which proposes to con- 
struct a navigable cunal from Tulare 
ake to Suieim buy, will he incorporated 
very soon. One hundred men who have 
igteed to subscribe lor EOIIIII of the 
stock—some of them living in Hnr.ra- 
nento, some in Him Francisco and 
others up the San Joaquin valley—will 
iold a meeting within the next ten day* 
ft perfect arrangements for incorponi- 
,ion. 


This information is given by Lvniaii 


Bridges, thy, Han Francisco civil en- 
gineer, who has been getting data for 
,hu project, and who was in Slouktui 
his forenoon on u cursory visit, to n 
" -itjutl here. 


The estimated cost of the canal is 


$10,000,000, and it ia said that the com- 
iiany can float its bonds for that amount 
According to Mr, Bridges the govern- 
ment will not he appealed to for finan- 
cial aid. 


Tho advantages claimed lor the pro- 


posed canai are many. Besides (level- 
jping commerce it will, so its projectors 
claim, result in incieasing the pupnla 
lion an<l importance of the interior bj 
fostering industries, building uptowns 
and rendering agricultural pursuits more 
profitable than they now are by rcasoi 
of offering cheap facilities for traunpor 
tatlon. Besidea, the waters of the euna 
win be used for irrigation purposes 
and thie is why tho eompanv is to in 
corporate under the muno of ''The Call 
forma Ship Canal and Irrigation Coin 
puny."

daughter. 


The story of "Damon and Pythias" 


was first dramatized in 1571 by Kiehard 
Edwards and revised again in 1825 by 
John Bauirn, and through all the lapse 
of time the beautiful story has not ap- 
proached dramatic obsoleteness. The 
great and flourishing order of Knights 
of Pythias was founded on the princi- 
ples of undying friendship, exemplified 
by this story, and tho play last night 
was presented by Knights for the benefit 
of the order. 


There is a sweep and grandeur about 


the movementof the play, and a breadth 
of treatment of 
fidelity 
that 
one 


does 
not 
find 
in 
modern 
dra- 


matic literature. Damon, a senator of 
Syracuse was, by nature, hot-mettled, 
but was schooled by Pythagorean philos- 
ophy id to a stoic coldness and slowness 
of speech. He was a fast friend of the 
republic and when Dionysius )vas made 
king by a vote of the senate, Damon up- 
braided the betrayers of his country and 
pronounced Dionysius a tyrant. For 
this lie was seized, and as he tried to 
stab Dionysius he was condemned to in- 
stant death. 


Damon craved a respite of four hours 


to bid farewell to his wife and child, but. 
the request was denied him. On his 
way to execution his friend Pythias en- 
countered him and obtained permission 
of 
Dionysius 
to - become hit) unruly 


and 
to die in life stead 
if within 


four hours Damon did 
not 
return. 


Uionysius not only accepted the hail, 
but extended the leavti to six hours. 
When Damon reached his country villa 
Lucullus, a faithful ^lave, killed his 
horse to prevent his return, but Damon, 
seizing the borne of a chance traveler, 
reached .Syracuse just us the executioner 
was preparing to put Pythias to death. 
Dionysiutj so admired this 
proof of 


friendship that he forgave Damon and 
requested to be taken into his friend- 
ship. 


The play moved along ptnoothly last, 


night, and'not a single hitch occurred 
to mar its effect. 
All tin; members of 


the cast were perfect in their dialogue 
and each and every conception of char- 
acter was creditably rendered. 
The 


opera house was comfortably filled and 
the audience evinced its approbation by

Briefly stated the play was well pre- 
sented and highly appreciated. 


Damon, tho senator and patriot who 


loved his country better than life, was 
impersonated by Edward C. White, and 
in figure, voice and action Mr. White 
was picturcb-que, forceful and dignified.

character of Damon and lite conception 
of the part was given throughout with 
marvelous strength.

friendship for Damon led him almost to 
the executioner's block. In this part he 
brought out all the beauties of a noble 
minded, self fiiierilicm^ nature, and his 
illustration of the fidelity of true friend- 
ship wim tnasterful and a genuine pleas- 
ure to witness. 


Hermion, the loving wife of Damon, 


who was drawn into a vortex of distress 
and anguish hy tho struggle between 
love and duty, was impersonated by 
Miss Jenne Long. Miss. Long's inter- 
pretation of the character, her clear 
enunciation and graceful and natural 
ac iiur is proof positive of histrionic tal- 
ent that would win plaudits and fame 
before the footlights should she ever 
conclude to adopt the stage as a profes- 
sion. 


The character of Calanthe, betrothed 


tr Pythias, was ti^Himifd by .Mrs. Katie 
Laurie, a part that she ban previously 
played, and the lines were as her own 
words, thereby making the impersona- 
tion delightful and spontaneous.

Project Has to 


Say. 


Fresno is to have the ralliur novel ox 


pcriencc of seeing a railroad project car- 
ried out. Had nil tliu railroads pro- 
jected within tlie past ten years been 
pushed 
to their consummation, the 


county would now be gridiroiied with 
rails. The railroad that is really to he 
constructed is the Monterey and Fresno 
line and it will prove of incalculable 
benefit to Fresno county. 


Its promoter, Colonel A. W. Jones,

OoloneLJones, who has in that manner 
proved liw confidence in the enterprise. 


While the severe financial stringency 


last sumineivlelayed somewhat his ne- 
gotiations with, capitalists, he did not 
allow ifc to interfere with his preliminary 
work, eo great Nyas hia faith in the 
scheme. 
He had fiarefully investigated 


beforehand the countrvthe road was in- 
tended to traverse, mid Jiaviiig couie to 
tho conclusion that the enterprise would

rove n profitable one, he entered upon 
, with the intention of currying it out. 
Monterey, llollistcr and San JJenito 


have already fulfilled their pledges, 
while Salinas and Fresno are a little be- 
hind. So far us this city is concerned 
there will be no difficulty in raising the 
remainder of the bonus promised. There 
still remain some rights-of-way to be 
obtained, but thusc also, it is expected, 
will bo secured without much trouble. 
As soon as Colonel Jones has closed tlio 
negotiations for the placing of the bonds 
of the road the matters ot rlghta-of-way, 
bomi!-ef, etc., will have to be settled, 
and then nil that will remain to bo donu 
will be tlio work of construction. 


Colonel.Jones returned from the east 


yesterday morning, anil with him came 
Edwin liolland Kicoll,a representative 
of the Knickerbocker Trust company of 
New York. The colom;! wan questioned 
«-onc<;niing the object nf his trip by n 
Kiii'un.icAN reporter last evening. Jlo 
b-aid: 


"1 went east for tlic purpose of having 


the bonds of the Monterey and Fresno 
railroad engraved and to make arrange- 
ments with my trustees, thu Knicker- 
bocker Tnitit company. I have attended 
to that businoHS satisfactorily, ami will 
now Bee to matters at this end of the 
line, which include the drawing up and 
recording of the mortgage. 


"Mr. Nicoll, who represents tlie capi- 


tal, accompanied mo for tlio purpose of 
investigating tlio enterprise, lie will 
inspect the lines of survey, visit tho 
localities through which the raad will 
pass, informing hmieulf concerning their
